BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

French Indo-China.—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Hanoi (Mr. T. F. Carlisle) on the trade

Although a large part of the foreign commerce of French Indo- 
China is carried on through Hong-Kong and Singapore, there is 
but little business done between Indo-China and merchants in the 
United Kingdom, and the amount of goods of British manufacture 
that are sold in Indo-China is comparatively smal]. It does not 
appear probable that the imports of British goods will appreciably 
increase so long as the heavy tariffs which protect French imported 
goods remain in force. In such few European imports as come 
from countries other than France, however, the United Kingdom 
leads the way.

TIMBER AND RUBBER RESOURCES OF BRITISH 
EAST AFRICA. 
The following information has been extracted from a reportf on 
the Forests of British East Africa, by Mr. D. E. Hutchins, which 
has been issued as a Parliamentary paper :— 


There are, in round numbers, 2,000,000 acres of good timber 
forest in the British East Africa Protectorate. Of this, all but 6 
per cent. is in the highlands, at an elevation of over 5,500 feet. 
It is entirely under Government control and is free from destructive 
rights. 

The good forest on the coast consists of small scattered areas of 
local importance only. Except in the south-east corner towards the 
German frontier, the coast area is too dry to carry first-class forest. 
There is little rubber, and this little is nearly all vine rubber. 
It is difficult to prevent the vines being destroyed in working the 
wild rubber of the forest. Although the southern coast of British 
East Africa is not an ideal rubber country, there seems considerable 
scope fur private enterprise in the cultivation of suitable species. 
The northern coast is too dry for most commercial rubbers. The 
chief value of the coast forest lies in its mangrove bark and sandal- 
wood (m’Huhu). Near the coast, and inland, there is a very large 
area of dry, thorny scrub forest, only fitted for firewood and fencing 
posts. 

The highland forest is extra-tropical in character and differs 
little from the forest growing at lower elevations in the Transvaal,

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Natal and Cape Colony. Under South African conditions, the 
highland timber forest of British East Africa would have an 
average value of 10/. per acre, and be worth some 20,000,000/. 
The highlands of British East Africa are better watered and more 
fertile than almost any part of South Africa, and it may be safely 
estimated that, if properly worked, the highland forest will have a 
value exceeding 10/. per acre at no distant date. 

The best native timbers of the Protectorate are yellow-wood for 
sleepers and house-building; cedar for sleepers, house-building, 
furniture and lead pencils; [bean camphor as a teak substitute ; 
olive as a first-rate firewood, and a second-rate (but very durable) 
sleeper ; ironwood for house-beams, sleepers and furniture. There 
are many hardwoods suited to various uses, some of them of great 
beauty, strength and size ; two or three are very close-grained and 
would make good boxwood substitutes. 





IMPORT AND EXPORT TRADE OF GERMANY IN 
PORTLAND CEMENT. 

H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg (Sir W. Ward, C.V.O.) 
reports that, contrary to expectation, the foreign competition in 
the importation of portland cement into Germany, as well as the 
increased production in the country has, during 1909, been 
remarkable. Belgium in particular has sought to profit by the 
recovery of activity in the German building trade, as appears from 
the fact that her exports to Germany during the first seven months 
of the present year amounted to 1,562,685 cwts., as against 
1,178,571 cwts. during the corresponding period of last year. 
Although the quantity of portland cement imported into Germany 
during the first seven months of this year was less than in the 
first seven months of 1907 and 1906, the decline in the trade 
which set in in 1908 has not continued, the imporis into Germany 
from all sources during the period referred to having amounted to 
2,528,847 cwts., as against 2,022,729 cwts. in the corresponding 
period of 1908. The imports from most of the producing countries 
have shown an increase, viz., in the case of Denmark 66 per cent , of 
Austria-Hungary 6 per cent., and of Switzerland over 100 per cent. 
On the other hand, there was a decline of 27 per cent. in the imports 
from France. 

The export trade of Germany in portland cement has also 
undergone similar fluctuations, the decline, which became more 
marked month by month in 1908, having given place to a con- 
siderable revival. The exports during the first seven months of the 
present year amounted to 6,646,427 cwts., as against 5,822,141 cwts. 
during the similar period of 1908, an increase of 14°2 per cent. 
This increase has been due mainly to the demands of Chile, which 
in the period mentioned took 681,041 cwts., as against 210,253 
cwts. in the first seven months of last year. Much larger quantities 
have also been exported this year from Germany to China, the 
Dutch East Indies, Brazil, Finland, Norway and Austria-Hungary.

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SERICULTURE IN CRETE. 
The Acting British Consul-General at Canea (Mr. E. Wyldbore 


Smith) reports that sericulture* in Crete has undoubtedly pro- 
gressed during the last two years. The reasons for this progress 
are :—(1) the satisfactory prices obtained for the cocoons; (2) the 
tranquillity of the island ; and (3) the increased plantation of mul- 
berry trees. 

Primitive methods are still in vogue for destroying the 
chrysalis and for winding off the silk into threads from the cocoon. 
Sericulture is not carried on on alarge scale by any firms or groups 
of individuals: it is rather the by-industry of the women of most 
Cretan households, and the adoption of more modern methods 
throughout the various stages of the industry is essential if any 
considerable expansion is to be effected. In these circumstances, 
the progress that can be observed during the last two years is all 
the more noteworthy. In 1906, 4,906 boxes, each containing 1 oz. 
of silkworm seed, were imported; in 1907 the number rose to 
6,712 boxes, and in 1908 to 7,198. The greater part of this seed 
comes from France and Corsica. 

The quantity of fresh cocoons produced last year (1908} amounted 
to some 2,600 cwts.; these when dried would be of about one-third 
that weight. Local prices for fresh cocoons vary from 2°50 to 
3 francs per kilog. (11d. to 1s. 1d. per lb.); dried cocoons fetch 
from 8 to 9 francs per kilog. (2s. 11d. to 3s. 34d. per !b.). 

Most of these cocoons are exported to Marseilles and to Milan. 
The export in 1907 amounted to 27,858 kilogs. (557 ewts.), while 
last year, on account of the failure of the crop, only 14,318 kilogs. 
(296 cwts.) were exported. The export during 1909 will probably 
be considerably in excess of that of 1907, excellent results having 
been obtained ; the cocoons are clean and of good quality. 

Five thousand cases of eggs—each case containing about 1 oz.— 
were reared from native cocoons in the Candia district this year. 
These native eggs fetch about 3 francs (2s. 5d.) per case, and are 
chiefly exported to Persia. 

About 200 cwts. of coarse silk are annually produced. This 
quantity is partly consumed locally and partly exported to Tripoli, 
Smyrna, Alexandria, and Greece. ‘The export during 1908 
amounted to 1,361 kilogs. (27 cwts.), valued at 29,593 francs 
(1,1842.).

received from the Government of Hong-Kong 
copy of the ‘ Opium Ordinance, 1909” (No. 23 of 1909), dated 
2nd September last, which amends and consolidates the laws 
relating to opium and its compounds in the Colony. 

Under the present consolidated Ordinance, which comes into 
operation on Ist March, 1910*, it is provided, inter alia, that no 
person may bring or receive any “loose” opium into the Colony, 
whilst no person, except the opium farmer by permission in writing 
of the Superintendent of Imports and Exports, may import into the 
Colony any prepared opium, opium dross, dross opium or halan. 

It is also provided that prepared opium and dross opium may 
only be sold by the opium or dross farmers or other persons 
licensed under the Ordinance.

NEW GUINEA (PAPUA). 


A copy of the “ Rice Ordinance, 1909” (No. 19 of 1909), dated

The following is the substance of some decisions affecting the 
application of the United States Custom Tariff, 

Customs Decisions. which have recently been issued by the Treasury

Refined petroleum.—Refined oil, which is shown by analysis to be 
produced from crude petroleum and which is unmixed with any 
other ingredient, is to be admitted free of duty, under paragraph 
639 of the Tariff, regardless of its invoiced description, commercial 
designation, or the use to which it is to be put. For example, oil 
invoiced as paraffin oil, or commercially known as such, is to be 
free of duty if the analysis shows that it is unmixed refined 
petroleum. 

{This modifies a decision reported at p. 77 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” for the 14th October. | 

Zinc ores smelted in bond may be withdrawn for exportation under 
the provisions of section 29 of the Act of 24th July, 1897, which 
provides for the bonding of the works of manufacturers engaged 
in smelting or refining metals, or both smelting and refining, and 
for the cancellation of the bonds for the payment of the duty upon 
the exportation of 90 per cent. of the metals smelted or refined. 

Shipments from the Philippine Islands.—Shipment of goods from 
Philippine ports to the United States, which have been tran- 
shipped at Hong Kong, are not considered as shipments “ direct 
or in bond through foreign contiguous territory,” within the 
meaning of Section 5 of the Tariff Act, and are, consequently, not 
entitled to duty-free admission into the United States. 

Moving-picture films.—Moving-picture films of domestic pro- 
duction, exposed in the United States, exported and returned with- 
out having been advanced in value or improved in condition while 
abroad, are entitled to free entry under paragraph 500 of the Tariff.

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AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


H.M. Consul at Trieste (Mr. J. B. Spence) has forwarded a trans- 
lation of an extract from the “Piccolo della 
Sera” of 17th October, from which it appears 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government has 
come to an agreement with the steamship com- 
panies of that nationality serving South America.

port has a quay frontage for ships of 6,550 
metres, not including 2,750 metres of the main _ breakwater. 
There is a wireless station, with a range of 500 miles, and a main 
electric supply station. 


The port for the export of petroleum has 25 Government 
tanks, each having a capacity of 5,000 cubic metres, with a pump- 
ing station in which 200 cubic metres of petroleum or benzine can 
be handled per hour. The petroleum dock has an average depth 
of 9 metres, with accommodation for four vessels. In 1908 about 
400,000 metric tons of petroleum, valued at about 22,000,000 
francs (880,000/.), were exported. 


The grain elevators are of the latest construction and design, and 
will ensure the proper cleaning and drying of the grain. When 
finished they will each be capable of containing 35,000 metric tons 
of grain which can he discharged directly on board vessels in the 
harbour, after mechanical sifting and cleaning, at the rate of 
300 tons per hour. Loading from the new elevators should 
be less costly than under the old system, which.is henceforth pro- 
hibited, except in the case of grain already in the old depts, 
which may still be loaded by hand. 


Further work on the harbour, as also on the dry docks, slips, 
and new passenger and goods stations, is postponed on account of 


lack of funds.

The depth of the harbour generally is between 8:5 and 9 metres, 
though it varies somewhat according to the winds and tides affect- 
ing the current and deposits from the Danube, All these deposits 
are dredged away as quickly as possible.

The increased area planted for the season of 1907-8 was largely 
due to the very high prices realised during 1906-7 for the best 
grades of West Indian Sea Island cotton. Unfavourable weather, 
and, in some instances, the attacks of insect pests and plant 
disease, affected the crop to a considerable extent, and this probably 
had’some effect in reducing the acreage planted for the crop 1908-9. 
During 1908-9, the very low prices and sluggish market, on account 
of which cotton remained unsold for long periods, ave likely to have 
caused a further falling. off, and the area planted this season for the 
crop of 1909-10 will probably be smaller still. 





CHINA. 


The following information is from the report by the Acting 
British Consul at Wuchow (Mr. P. D. Smith) on the trade of that 
district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


By far the most important imports are cotton goods and yarn, 
I ‘ the import of Indian yarn being conspicuously 
mports of the largest in the entire list.

Wuchow slight falling-off in the import of Indian yarn 
in 1908, as compared with 1907, doubtless 
owing to the loss of that part of the trade which was diverted from 
Pakhoi in 1907: but cotton goods, and especially British white 
and grey shirtings, show a considerable increase. The demand for 
dyed, as well as white and grey shirtings and other piece-goods 
suitable for wearing apparel, is likely to increase, owing to the 
evanescence of the fashion prevalent at one time among certain 
classes of the population of adopting a semi-foreign style of dress ; 
the native style has now been generally resumed. The piece- 
goods trade generally is in a healthy condition, and is likely to 
improve as the country develops. Besides shirtings, drills dyed 
in black and indigo are in demand. 
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Yarns and Textiles. 





Remark was made in the report on the trade of Wuchow for 
1907, upon the considerable falling-off in the imports of grey sheet- 
ings. With respect to this class of goods, a local merchant, with 
large experience in the piece-goods trade, observes that if 
Manchester manufacturers desire to recover the almost entirely 
lost trade in grey sheetings they will have to produce a cheaper and 
heavier cloth with little or no sizing. Large quantities of grey 
and dyed nankeen, a native hand-made cloth which is really a 
sheeting, arrive at Wuchow for distribution up country. 





JAPAN. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) reports 
that a Japanese Imperial Ordinance has been 
published, providing that drawbacks shall {be

Up to the present, says Mr. Crowe, there has been a considerable 
export of shirts, collars and cuffs. This year, however, there has 
been some falling off. The principal customers of Japan for 
collars and cuffs are the United States and the United Kingdom, 
which take about 40 per cent. and 20 per cent. respectively. Most 
of the collars, however, are made of cotton crépe and cost in Japan 
from 1°40 to 2°80 yen per dozen; as the crépe is of local manu- 
facture, this particular line will not be affected by the new 
ordinance. Encouragement will, however, be given to the shirt- 
makers, who use imported linen and cotton. The exports of shirts 
and collars and cuffs from Japan during 1907, 19U8, and the first

CHINA, 


H.M. Consul at Foochow (Mr. G. H. M. Playfair) reports as 
follows in regard to the prospects of the autumn rice crop in that 
district for the year 1909 :— 


Though not up to the standard of the spring crop, the probability 
is that the autumn harvest will be above the 
average. The spring crop was the most plen- 
tiful since 1903, and the price of rice has 
consequently dropped from about 7 dols. per picul last year to 
5 dols. 

The country round Foochow barely produces sufficient for its 
own consumption, but it is only when the crops fail or do not come 
up to the average that any great quantity of rice is required to be 
imported. During the first half of 1909 only 137 cwts. of, rice 
were imported into Foochow ; of this amount 30 cwts. were foreign 
rice, chiefly from Formosa, the balance being Chinese rice imported 
from Shanghai. During the same period last year over 4,000 
cwts. were imported.

‘The scheme will be carried out 
with the co-operation of the railway companies, which will under- 
take the construction of the necessary works, relying for their 
prodt on the increased traffic that the greater productiveness of 
the country will bring them. The works will be paid for with 
national securities to be called “ irrigation bonds,” bearing 5 per 
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cent. interest and 1 per cent. amortization. These will be issued 
to the companies in respect of the works they undertake, and they 
will meet the liabilities attached to them. An issue of 5,000,000l. 
of such bonds is authorised. Further funds will be supplied by 
the sale of the Andine railway, the disposal of which by the State 
has been approved by Congress. 

The scheme includes extensive works in connection with the 
Rio Negro and other rivers, by which it is claimed that the 
provinces of Cordoba, Mendoza, Santiago del Estero, San Luis, 
San Juan, La Rioja, Catamarca, Tucuman, Salta, and Jujuy will 
benefit. The rivers to be made use of, besides the Rio Negro, are 
the Limay, Neuquen, Tercero, Mendoza, Atuel, Diamante, 
Tunuyan, Salado and Dulce. A sum of 50,0001. has been voted on 
account of preliminary surveys.

A description is given of the work of the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch, in regard to which statistics included show that the 
annual number of enquiries has risen from 4,399 in 1905 to 11,267 
in 1908. 

There is also a statement as to the Commercial Missions 
despatched by the Committee to Australia and New Zealand, 
Canada and Newfoundland, and Asiatic Turkey. 

The steps taken to secure permanent trade representation in 
India and the Colonies are described. In addition to a consider- 
able number of officers who have been nominated by the Govern- 
ments of the Crown Colonies and certain of the Self-Governing 
Colonies to answer enquiries from the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch or from any individual manufacturers and traders who may 
apply to them direct, four salaried Trade Commissioners and 22 
Local Trade Correspondents (remunerated annually by fees) have 
been appointed by the Board of Trade in the Self-Governing 
Colonies. Arrangements have also been made for the exchange of 
information between the Commercial Intelligence Branch and the 
Director-General of Commercial Intelligence in India. 

A short account is given of the business of the Committee in 
relation to the new Customs Tariffs of Foreign Countries; the 
Committee have had under their consideration the proposals for the 
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revision of the Tariffs of France, Spain, Denmark, Servia and 
Hayti, and the proposals for a new United States Tariff. 

Particulars are stated of the other business of the Committee, in 
connection with taxes imposed on Commercial Travellers in British 
Colonies, Certificates of Value for Goods exported to the United 
States, a proposed International Conference on the Laws relating 
to Bills of Exchange, &c.

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries, as far as 
possible, on specific subjects, in the interest of British trade.
